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Sarnia and Port Huron 
in Orthographical 
Conflict. 



Haiinia, May 1st. 
Tho Iuternational Spelling Match, 
between a Canadian spelling team 
eelected from Sarnia and ah American 
team from Port Huron, camo off yos- 
' terday evening under the auspices of 
the Port Huron Ladies' Library Asso- 
ciation, and was an immense success. 
The spacious hall was crowdod to its 
utmost capacity, and members h»d to 
turn away for want of room. Judge 
Harris, of Port Huron, occupiod the 
chair. Senator Vidal, of Sarnia, Judge 
. Mitchell, of Port Huron, and a num- 
ber of other gentlemen acted as refer- 
ees. Judge Harris oponed the pro- 
ceedings by hoping that nothing might 
result from tho contest to mar the 
friendly feeling now existing between 
the Governments of Great Britain and 
the American Kepublic. The first t^st, 
oral spelling for thirty minutes, gave 
a victory for the Americans, their 
team making live mistakes against six 
by the Canadians. Tho next tost was 
writing out fifty words from dictation. 
Of the Sarnia spellers, four had per- 
fect papers against one among the 
Port Huronites, but their aggregate 
numbor of niirftakes footed up 79 for 
Sarnia, to 45 for Port Huron. The 
last tost was an "old-fashioned spell 
down," to last till eleven o'clock. The 
chances appeared evenly balanced , and 
as tho. hour drew near the excitoment 
grew iuteiiHO. When at last the chair- 
man's gavel descended, seven Cana- 
dians had survived the ordoal, while 
only fc-ix Michigans had kept their feet 
and" the victory was awarded to the 
Canadians auiid immense applause. 
Tho return match is expected to come 
off at an early date.

Papers aud 
periodicals so prepaid by publishers are 
to ba delivered to tho persons to whom 
addrjs.«ed without further oharge for 
Canadian postage. Special instructions 
will be cent for the guidance of postmas- 
ters at places where uewpapers and per- 
iodicals are published in the Dominion 
and at whoso ollices 1 ho ubovo prepaid 
postage will be collected. On the 1st of 
October next tho pre payment of news 
papers posted frctn the) ofllce of puplioa 
tiou in Canada, will bo obligatory in all 
oasea, under the now statute which comes 
into force at that date; Out, until then, 
pro-payment of newspapers will lie op- 
tional, and when Canadian newspapers 
gent from tho office of publication are 
not posted pro-paid, tho postago at tho 
ordinary rate of bts per '» for a weekly 
paper, and at the samo proportionate rate 
for a paper of more frequent issue, will 
have to bo collected on delivery, from the 
subscribers, as usual, until tho 1st of 
October, 1875.

Tho rate on transient newspapers 
and periodicals posted in Canada and ad 
dressed to the United States will be one 
oont per <L ounces or fraction of i ounces, 
which must bopropuidby postago stamps. 
Newspapers and periodicals posted in 
Canada and addressed to the United 
Stales may he posted singly at a postago 
rate of half a cent each, which must in nil 
oasos bo prepaid by postage stamp.

ister voters to the influence of a "si- 
lent power." That "silent power" is 
known to be tho Local Government, 
who, reposing in fancied security 
upon the Anti-Registration Bill, fond- 
ly fancied that few voters would 
trouble themselves to surmount :the 
difficulties that had been sot in their 
path and register their claims. 
Down to Wednesday last overy 
member of the Government had dono 
all in his power to discourago regis- 
tration; and one, at least, had gone 
so far as to prophecy that tho number 
of votes registered would be loss than 
one half that of any previous year. 
On Wednesday they heard with display 
that tho number already reached 700. 
A privato consultation with a few- 
friends was at once held and the Chief 
Commissioner was eloquent in tho ex- 
pression of his alarm. "I was told," 
he is reported to have said, "that tho 
obstacles to registration under the new 
Bill were so great that instead of nine 
hundred voters I should have to han- 
dle only about 400; but 700 are now 
in and a many more will record before 
Tuesday next." "Why didn't you," 
urged ono of the friends, "take hold 
and register a lot of narnos yourself?" 
"Oh," groaned the poor man, "I can't! 
I said in the House that I didn't be- 
lieve in lanre voters' lists and I've 
told so many that they're not entitled 
to register that I'm afraid to ask any 
one now." After a long consultation 
it came out that Mr. Harris, J. P., had 
registered a larger number of names 
than any other Justice. A bright 
thought flashed across the mind of 
one of the friends: "Harris is not a 
J. P. for the whole Province. His com- 
mission is only for Saanich. Attack 
the validity of his registration- 
tell tho public that he can 
only register names in Saanich; 
sand one of your clerks over to the 
Collector's ollico to make a list of all 
Harris' registrations; and do you.Bea- 
von, get a horse and a buggy (at Gov- 
ernment expense, of course) and a J. 
P. and drive round to all the parties 
whose names appear on that list and 
re-registor them. By that means you 
can lay claim to a patriotic desire to 
serve them, and some may bo groou 
enough to forget the part you took in 
getting up tho Bill and may be induc- 
ed to voto for yon." "But," urged a 
moro conscientious member of tho 
party, "tho law says that 'a Justico of 
tho Peace may tako declarations.' 
Harris boiug 'a Jusueo' is clearly en- 
titled under the Act." '• Never mind," 
quoth the Attorney-General, "Tell 
tho people the registration is bad, any- 
how.

Onr San Francisco Letter. 

San Francibco, May 18. 
There is one pleasure wo city folks 
enjoy, which must of necessity bo de- 
nied to our country brethren, and that 
is the pleasure of going to tho country 
when one becomea thoroughly disgust- 
ed and worn out with tho continual 
din and noise of the city, and longs 
for a littlo rest nnd quiet. Unfortu- 
nately comparatively few of us can af- 
ford a trip to tho country, oven at this 
inviting season of tho year. All whoso 
business and circumstances permit, 
however, are availing themselves of 
the delightful weather wo aro now 
enjoying to visit the "Springs," some 
for a few days, some for wooks, and 
some for the entire sotjson. ffdnv pro- 
voking it is that we can't all go to tho 
Springs at least once a year. 

THE IMMIGRANTS. 

Large numbers of immigrants aro ar- 
riving hero now, and the city is conse- 
quently full of peoplo. Evory hotel is 
full, as well as everything in theshape 
of a boarding aud lodging-house. The 
numerous restaurants and every pub- 
lic thoroughfare aro doing a thriving 
business. It has become a question 
what to do with tho immigrant. Wo 
have employmentoffices in abundanao, 
whoso especial business, one would 
suppose, was to provide places for 
them. But the lo u s an immigrant or 
any ono else wanting work has to do 
with tho private employment offices 
hero tho better for him. I speak of 
them generally. There may bo hou- 
est men connected with some of them, 
but from what I have seen of them 
aud from tho numerous complaints 
made, they must bo very scarce. Then 
we have mi Immigration Bureau, late- 
ly organized, which proposes to point 
out to such immigrants as dosiro to 
invest in land tho most oligible loca- 
tions; and give all other information 
in reference to soil, climate, price of 
land, &c. A laudable purpose, ono 
would suppose. But, as usual with 
most of these benevolent undertak- 
ings for tlio benefit of tho supposed-to- 
be helpless immigrant, these is found 
to bo a private job in tho matter upon 
close investigation, Tho disinterest- 
ed individuals who havo organized 
this bureau own largo tracts of land 
in various portions of tho State, which 
thoy aro desirous of soiling, and con- 
sider tho present inlhis of immigrants 
a3 affording a good opportunity. The 
oxposure of their littlo game by the 
newspapers has, however, somewhat 
interfered with their plans, Most of 
tho immigrants arriving seem to pre- 
fer to remain in this city; but there 
are far more men here now than can 
find employment at anything. 

IMPROVEMENTS — THK PALACE 'tOTEL. 

The present growth and improvo- 
mont of San Francisco are unparalellod 
in hor history. Now and substantial 
buildings are going up in evory part 
of tho city. Sho bids fair in a short 
time to equal at least somo of tho old- 
er Eastern cities in architectural 
beauty, though hihorto noted for tlio 
irregular and rickety appearance of 
hor buildings. Although thero aro 
numerous other fine buildings in 
course of erection, of oourso nuuo of 
them will comnare^with tho famous Pa- 
laco Hotel. This mammoth structure 
towers above its follows on every side, 
overlooking tho Palace Hotol, justop- 
posito, and presenting an unobstruct- 
ed viow of the Bay. It was tho boast 
of the proprietors of tho Grand Hotel 
a year or two ago that thero was not a 
room in the house but what tho sun 
suono in at somo portion of tho day; 
but sinco tho completion of tho Pa- 
lace thero is n good part of tho day 
when its shndo completely otivelops 
tho Grand. Somo idoaof tho value of 
the Palace Hotol property may bo ob- 
tained whon it is stated that $1,750,- 
000 woa paid by Mr. Sharon, U. S. 
Senator and mining oporator, to W. 



C. llalstou, President of tho Bunk (f 
California, for the half interest of 
tho latter. Sharon is now tho sole 
owner of that and much other proper- 
ty in the neighborhood. Tho furni- 
ture will bo put in in July, and the 
hotel will be under the management 
of Warren .Leland, of the famous fam- 
ily of hotelkeepeis of that name in the 
East. It is not every man who can 
keep a hotel. Mr. Leland can, if any- 
body; but there is a growing feeling 
that tho Palaco will be an elephant on 
somobody's hands, aud if Mr. Leland 
can run it profitably, ho will have add- 
ed now laurels to tho family namo.and 
be distinguished not only as the 
princo, but as tho shrewdest of land- 
lords 

politics. 

The political excitement is begin- 
ning, and nest month, whon the con- 
ventions for nominating candidates 
meet, we may look for lively times. 
Of tho three parties in tho Bold the 
Doinocracy, so far, havo beon most ac- 
tive. Their primary elections woro 
hold in this city last week. The pri- 
maries woro said to have rosulted fa- 
vorably for Findley, of Novada Co., 
for Governor, although uotio of tho 
men elected, so far as known, were 
were pledged to voto in convention for 
him. Fiudloy is ahead for the Demo- 
cratic nomination; and, in case the Re- 
publicans and Independents run sep- 
arate candidates, tho Democrats will 
elect thoir man Governor, whoever he 
may be. The canvass promises to be 
an exciting one. In this city no oan- 
didato on any ticket for a Municipal 
office will have any show of election 
unless his record is clear— that is, if 
the three parties give the peoplo a 
choice.

CORRUPT MUNICIPAL OFFICERS 

Has alarmed thinking men of all par- 
ties, and awakened thoin to tho neces- 
sity of doing something to put a stop 
to this wholesalo robbery. The As- 
sessor of this city was deprived of bis 
offico, and his case submitted to the 
different grand jurieB. The ovidence 
against him could not. bo plainer or 
more direct, that he was guilty of re- 
ceiving bribes to roduce assessments, 
and other rascalities, but tho grand 
juries did not indict him. And they 
had no word of censure for tho men 
who paid him money to havo their as- 
sessments reduced. But bad na his 
department was administered, tho po- 
lice department is no better, and, in 
act, it is tho g enoral belief that our 
whole Municipal government needs a 
thorough overhauling. Those corrupt 
officeis do not all escapo, however. 
Tho case of ex-Harbor Commiisioner, 
John J. Marks, is an instanco in point. 
After staving off his trial for two or 
three years, ho has boon finally con- 
victed of embezzloment. in spite of 
wealth and influential friends. He is 
now iii jail awaiting' sentence, aud bis 
counsel aro making a last effort to 
keep him out of the penitentiary.

The Declaration of Paris-

doubtful— it is quite certain that it 
has no binding force in a legal sense 
on this country. First, 'die plenipo- 
tontaries had 'exceeded their power. 

This is plain from what Lord Clar- 
endon said shortly after it had been 
signed, when defending it in tho 
House of Lords: "I can toll your 
lordships it was no easy matter to ac 
complish, even with a dozen negotia- 
tors; but if a thousand moro had been 
called in, with tho addition of the 
daily newspapers, it would havo been 
quite impossible. If we had confined 
ourselves within tho strict limits of 
our attributions we should have 
lost the opportunity when tho repre- 
sentatives of tun principal powers of 
Europe wero rnot together to diFCuss 
many important subjects, which, 
although they did not relato to our 
quarrel with Russia, it was most desir- 
able should bo arranged." And, as 
wo have Baid before, it was not ratified 
by tho Crown, nor approved by Par- 
liament or tho country. It may bo 
interesting to hear that some repre- 
sentative men on both sides of politics 
have thought of this declaration from 
time to time. Thus tho lato Lord 
Derby said: "Whatever losses Rus- 
sia may have suffered by this war, 
whatever embarrassments she may 
have experienced, I hesitate not to say 
that they are more than compensated 
by the adoption of that one article 
gratuitously inserted by tho French 
and British plenipotentiaries, by which 
in tho words of Mr. Pitt, you havo 
sacrificed the maritime greatness of 
England |on tho shiino of Rues a.' 
Lord John Russell thus recogniz- 
ed tho fact that it could not havo 
tho forei of a troaty, while he feared 
that it might becomo tho basis on 
which a troaty would bo nogotiatod: 
"The rules that free bottoms make 
freo goods, and tha goods of a belli- 
gerent are Bafe in neutral vessols, have 
already been regarded as injurious to 
the supremacy of maritime power of 
England. I hope no Minister will sot 
his seal to a treaty containing any 
stipulation of this kind without tho 
most cautious deliberation. 'So recently 
as 1871 the subject waa under diacua 
aion in the Houso of Commons. Mr. S 
Cuve spoke of it as a suicidal act on tho 
part of this country, which mast inevi- 
tably cripple our resources in the event 
of war. And Mr. Disraeli then said, 
"Tho stipulations of tho Declaration of 
Paris woro impolitic, and touded to 
cripple or weaken the strength of this 
oountry; but, so far as we are con- 
cerned, we must emancipate ourselves 
from its trammels in a regular manner." 
Lord Oolchostor thus put the disadvan- 
tage under which it would place his ooun- 
try in case of war with a maritime powor 
which had not signed it: "If we were at 
war with America, who had not signed 
the Declaration, Amorioa would seize our 
goods in Frenoh or Russian bottoms; 
whiio wo, bound by this treaty, could not 
seize Americun property in the vessels of 
any natiou which was a party to the trea- 
ty. Ho thought it was an agreement in- 
jurious to tho power of England, and in- 
jurious also to the highest interests of 
tho world." We could multiply, almost 
without limit, similar expressions of dis- 
approval by men of all parties. It is 
(juile clear that the statesmen of England 
do not consider this declaration binding 
upon us, and that, therefore, in the event 
of a war thoy would refuse to aot upon 
it. The very statement of these facts 
constitutes the very strongest argument 
for disavowing the document. If we wait 
until necessity forces us to take this 
step, our doing so will certainly bo open 
to tho suspicion of acting unfairly with 
a view to our own advantage. 

At present we would almost appear to 
bo Biiibng under false colors, and it 
would t>« desirable, if possible without 
dangor of complications, that an unmis- 
takable declaration on tha subject should 
bb made by Parliament. 



(From tho Curk Constitution, April 16.) 

Tho defeat of Mr. Bailiie Cechrane's 
motion in tho House of Commons does 
not on.l, it merely postpones, tho con- 
sideration of a most important sub- 
ject. Mr. Cochrane moved, "That in 
cotijeqtience of a conference having 
been held at Brussels in 1874 on in- 
ternational law, aud the proposed re- 
newal of the conference at St. Peters- 
burg this year, u favorable opportu- 
nity is afforded to tho country of with- 
drawing the dccla.ation of Paris iu 
185G, and thus maintaining our mari- 
time rights, so essential to tho power, 
prosperity and independence of the 
Empire." The discussion was felt to 
be untimely and inconveniont, and it 
is quite cloar that tho rejoction of this 
motion does not pledge the Houso of 
Commons against a resumption of the 
discussion at a moro sensible oppor- 
tunity. Ite history is ctiriotia, Pleni- 
potentiaries mot in Paris in 1856 to 
conclude the treaty which closed tho 
Crimean war. Having finished this, 
their only legitimate business, thoy 
discussed several matters iu which 
thoy had no authority to meddle. 
Among the fruits of this curious con- 
ference waa a "declaration respecting 
maritime law," of which tho first two 
articles wero as follows:— (1) That 
privateering is and remains abolished. 
(2) Tho neutral flag covers enemies' 
goods, with tho exception of contra* 
baud of war. Now it is to be remarked 
upon this declaration that it is not u 
treaty in any souse of tho word. It 
was never ratifiod by the Crown or ap- 
proved by Parliament, It can at. least 
be only considered as an expression 
of opinion on tlio part of Count Walla- 
wski nnd Lord Clarendon, or as their 
idea of what was at the time tho pro- 
vailing oyinion W Franco and Eng- 
land, It will he remembered that the 
dootrines of tho Peace party woro thou 
at their height. But whether or not 
tho Declaration did truly represent 
public opinion— wnich ia more than

Tho flr*t mau of you who lays a 
hand on that fl ig, or offers it tho least 
indignity, is a dead man I' Thero was a 
pause. 'Bight about! march I' added the 
grim old major, bringing his musket to 
ready, and at the click of cocking, the 
gang did 'right about' and march 'double 
quick' do-vn tho avenue."

English Mail. 

In tho Houso of Commons lately 
there was another attempt made to in- 
duce the First Lord of tbe Admiralty 
to roveiso his decision against send- 
ing a chaplain wuh tho Arctic expe- 
dition. Ho was asked if he could not 
Hot aside ono of tho scientific men al- 
ready appointed, and send a chaplain 
in his place. Mr. Hunt replied that 
he really nould not do it. On ono of 
the ships Shire would be sixty-two of- 
I'uiors and men, on tbe other fifty- 
nine, all told. Eajh ship has to carry 
provisions und atoies for threo ytaiB, 
and every square ndi of room was oc 
Qupied. There woro to be two doc- 
tors for each ship, but absolutely there 
was no room for a parson. The men 
would havo to do their own praying, 
or else havo the captain do it for thorn. 
There is great dissatisfaction at this 
docision, however, and tho "Daily 
Telegraph" telle Mr. Hunt that he 
must send a chaplain, even if ho has 
to awing a hammock for him. 

In England, Ireland, and Scotland 
tho total amount of spirits consumed 
in 187-i was 20,875, '2U1 gallons. So 
far as Ireland is concerned this show- 
ed a decrease of 25,000 gallons as 
compared with the amount consumed 
in 1873, whilo in England and Scot- 
land there was an increase of 991,990 
gallons. At tho samo time, tho con- 
sumption of beor in Ireland increased, 
while tbe consumption of beer in Eng- 
land and Scotland decreased, ThiB 
furnishes a now illustration of the fact 
that tho increase of beor drinking is 
accompanied by a decrease in spirit 
drinking, and "vice versa." There is 
au enormous amount of business dono 
in tho United Kingdom both in spirits 
aud beor. In 1874 £-11,574,131 woro. 
paid for spirits and £72,932,426 for 
boor by tho pooplo of England, Scot- 
land, and Ireland— a sum which must 
bo very discouraging to tho tempor- 
anco reformers. In America there has 
boon a very marked falling oil* in the 
consumption of lager beer during the 
last your, and a corresponding de- 
creaso in tho demand for barley and 
hopB.
